republic 
was 
proclaimed 
in 


i hance, following 
the 
disasters o‘ 


the French arm y 
in 
the w ar with 


Germany and the consequent down 
fall of the second 
empire. 
Since 
then France has remained steadfast 
to republican 
principles, 
and 
the 
propaganda of the Bonapartist, 
Or 
leanist and Bourbon 
pretenders has 
fallen on deaf ears, 
so 
far as the 
great m asses of the people are con­ 
cerned. The anniversary is of par­ 
ticular interest because of the facf 
th at the principles of republican gov­ 
ernm ent are now apparently gaining 
ground in all of the countries of the 
European continent. 
Real republicanism in Europe is a 
growth of the last three-quarters of 
i century. The ancient republics of 
Greece and Rome and the medieval 
republic of Genoa, Venice and other 
Italian cities were really aristocra 
ties, ruled by the votes of the “bet­ 
ter classes.*’ In 1579 the seven north­ 
ern provinces of Holland formed a 
short lived republic. 
In 
1648 tile 
Dutch republic was 
recognized 
by 
Europe, and flourished for a time. In

ganising the Batavian

Imitation of the More Costly 
Spanish Cedar. 


There are now made cigar boxes of 
cardboard in such exact imitation of 
Spanish cedar boxes th at they might 
anywhere be taken 
for 
the 
real 
things. 
Three layers of a cardboard special­ 
ly made for the purpose are pressed 
together to produce a board of pre­ 
cisely the right thickness, and then 
upon the outer side there is printed, 
from an engraved plate and with cor­ 
rect coloring, a photographic reproduc­ 
tion of a sheet 
of 
actual 
Spanish 
cedar; this reproduction showing the 
grain of the wood with all its varia­ 
tions and even the tiny little knots, if 
there are any. 
The bottom and the sides for a card­ 
board box are cut out all In one piece, 
so that they require neither nailing 
nor sewing. 
The end pieces, cut out 
separately, are wire stitched in by 
machine, and then the cover is put on, 
being hinged with th* usual piece of 
muslin. 
These cardboard boxes made in imi­ 
tation of cedar are finished in regula­ 
tion manner, paper lined and with the 
usual paper flap to cover the cigars. 
The outer edges are paper bound in 
the usual fashion.
